A Dog Psychologist

N EW YO RK (A P ) - Would 
you 
believe 
a 
dog 
psychologist? 
Who once prescribed a box 
turtle to fulfill a poodle's 
maternal instincts — 
Who says having a dog is 
like having a child — 
But who takes his work so 
seriously that he has written 
a 
book 
called 
“ Under­ 
standing Your Dog.” 


“ TH E P U RP O S E 
of the 
book is to show an animal is 
an individual,” explained Dr. 
Michael 
W 
Fox, associate 
professor of psychology at 
Washington University and 
associate 
director 
for 
research at the St. Louis zoo. 
"A dog is easy to read. He’s 
very honest about expressing 
himself, 
but 
people 
often 
presume to know too much. 
And any animal or person in a 
close relationship can lose his 
separate identity.” 


Fox told on a recent visit 
here, of a case where a young 
couple owned a dog and the 
dog wouldn’t let the husband 
into the bedroom. And in his 
book, 
he wrote 
about 
a 
dachshund 
who 
had 
a 
catatonic fit whenever the 
couple who owned him had a 
fight. 


Fox says dogs even develop 
like young children in many 
ways, and that their body 
language 
is 
sim ilar 
to 
humans’. He also says dogs, 
like humans, have different 


abilities to tolerate closeness. 


DOGS D E V E L O P through 
several stages. Fox points 
out, adding that the best time 
to get a puppy is when he is 
between six and eight weeks 
old. “ Don’t bother with a 
puppy olefer than 10 weeks, 
unless he’s been raised with a 
lot of people around,” he 
advises. 
Before buying a dog Fox 
says one should see how he 
interacts with other puppies. 
“ Beware of the most outgoing 
one,” he warns, "because he 
might 
be 
the 
most 
aggressive. Take the puppy 
out of the pen and put him in a 
completely strange place - 
does he cower, or does he get 
up 
and 
investigate? 
Take 
along an old scarf or a glove, 
and after he’s investigated it, 
see if he’ll have a tug of w ar 
Fox says there is no point in 
discipline training 
for a 
puppy at five or six weeks, 
because he won’t remember 
it, but he says that’s a good 
time for tender, loving care 
and seeing that the puppy has 
a lot of different experiences, 
so his environment will be 
enriched. 


XT E IG H T weeks, there is 
a sensitive fear period, Fox 
says, and at that time the dog 
owner 
should avoid any 
undue trauma for his puppy, 
such as taking him to the vet 
for the first time. 
By 12 weeks. Fox says a 
dog is emotionally bonded to 
his 
owner, 
so 
discipline 
training then is not likely to 


break 
his 
spirit 
or 
a t­ 
tachment. 
Fox. 
who 
holds 
a 
veterinary degree and a 
doctorate in psychology from 
London 
U niversity, 
has 
several 
breed 
recom ­ 
mendations 
for 
people 
in 
different 
situations. 
For 
instance, for a family with 
children 
in a 
house, 
he 
recommends 
a 
golden 
retriever; for a young couple, 
any of the terriers; for an 
apartm ent 
couple, 
a 
schnauzer, Yorkshire terrier 
or 
poodle; 
for 
an 
older 
couple, a Yorkshire terrier, 
Pekinese or pug. 


"B U T ," DR. FO X 
says, 
"you used to be able to tell 
aiiout the temperament of a 
dog from the breed. Now you 
can’t That's because there is 
less 
quality 
control 
in 
breeding, 
which 
is 
rather 
tragic. For example, in some 
cases, dogs are selected for 
their small size — or the 
shape of their legs, which 
doesn’t help their behavior.” 
Fox calls dog breeders w ho 
get together and decide to 
change the standards of a 
breed “ a bunch of cranks. 
People have a responsibility 
not to change standards 
without knowing the result,” 
he says. 
“ But,” he adds, 
“ there’s an emphasis now 
that the prize dogs should 
have some kind of test before 
being named the best in the 
breed. That way you would 
know you weren’t giving a 
prize to zombie.”

What is 
the individual to do? 
Dear Reader — 
You are 
absolutely 
right. 
Many 
re c o m m e n d a tio n s 
in 
medicine are difficult for the 
public to follow, particularly 
in the food area. When you go 
to the grocery store, things 
are not packaged or labeled 
in ways that any person 
without 
a 
fairly 
good 
knowledge of nutrition will be 
able to follow diet recom­ 
mendations. A balanced diet 
is one that meets all the 
minimum daily vitamin and 
mineral requirements as well 
as the protein requirements. 
There are several different 
kinds of proteins which are 
essential to the body and for 
that reason you need a 
variety of protein sources. 


Expressed in foods, 
that 
means that at least one meal 
a day should contain a major 
protein source, 
which 
in­ 
cludes lean meats, fish and 
poultry. For growing people, 
at least two meals a day 
should contain items of this 
group. Egg whites are an 
excellent source of protein 
and can be used liberally. 
Fortified skim milk, low-fat 
nnlk and uncreamed cottage 
cheese are all excellent 
sources 
of 
protein 
and 
calcium. An equivalent of one 
quart of fortified skim milk 
should be used each day, 
particularly for older people 
to be sure they get enough 
calcium. Nonfat dry milk 
powder can be used 
in 
cooking also as a source of 
protein and calcium. Mature 
bean seeds are also a good 
protein source and cereals 
contain some protein. 
Essential vitamins and 
minerals are found in fruits 
and vegetables. Accordingly, 
the diet should contain daily a 
variety of vegetables to in­ 
clude a leafy salad and two or 
three different vegetables 
every day, like carrots, peas 
and 
colored 
vegetables.

Public Health Service and 
involved 600 black men from 
this area. 200 with no signs of 
syphilis and 400 who had the 
disease,

Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta 
have 
said 
their 
records show that none of the 
400 syphilitics in the study 
ever received treatment for 
the disease. 
At least seven men died as 
a direct result of syphilis and 
that figure could be higher, 
the officials said 
Dr. W illiam s, a 
Black 
physician, said he was an 
intern at the Local Tuskegee 
Institute Hospital when the 
study began and that he and 
two other interns, under the 
direction of two PHS doctors 
from Washington, worked on 
participants when they came 
in.
